L A W OF T H E SEA. 


B Y CH A R LES B. LEWIS. 


A ll writers of sea stories devote chap 
ters to w h at is called " th e sentiment 
of the sea,” and all readers of the same 
feel their pulses thrill as they read of 
heroic rescues. 
T h i s ‘ ‘ sentiment” may 
have been observable 5 0 years ago, and 
now and then you read of a rescue 
w orthy of heroes, but as a mutter of 
fact, shipowners and sea captains are 
anything but sentimental in these days 
of m on eym aking. 
O f ten ships who 
sight a signal of distress at sea eight 
w ill sneak past it if possible, and the 
other two w ill be more) ino rested in 
the salvage question than in the saving 
of life. 
Shippers want their goods ship­ 
ped as soon as possible. 
¡Shipowners 
overload and undermau 
their vessels 
and yet w ant them to make) ejuick voy 
ages. 
Sea captains must “ crack on " 
and do their Imst, and so it comes about 
that aid is seldom extended whe n there 
is reasonable excuse for dodging it. 
J11 the year 1F8 0 the brig Welcome' 
left the* port, of Liverpool for the W est 
Indies, having on board ISO men, w o m ­ 
en and children, who were going I»» set­ 
tle on one of the) islands. 
She) had a 
ere>\v of 
1 5 men, a supercargo and two 
cabin passi ng, rs, thus bringing the to­ 
tal up to almost 2 0 0. 
Fine weather ac­ 
companied the creft until sho had ac­ 
complished t w o t l i r d s of the voyage. 
The n a gale sprung up w hich dismaste d 
he r anel sent her drifting hack over her 
wake. 
'1 lie gale hud scarcely abated 
When a lire broke out, and though it 
was extinguished 
liter a hard tight a 
great quantity of provisions was con 
sinned and much of tho fresh water was 
sacrificed. 
N ot a spur w as left a boa re 1 
for 
jury masts, and as the rudde r had 
been carried a w a y and there was fe.ur 
feet of w ater in the hold the people 
realized that tho w reck could not be 
abandoned too soon. 
Soon af ter we of the ship Evening Star 
sighted t he wreck. W e xveresailing un­ 
der the Holland flag, commanded by a 
Holland captain ami mate, and I believe 
the cruft was of that nationality. 
She 
was 
hound 
from 
Demerara to N ew 
York, loaded mostly w ith sugar, I 
be­ 
lieve, ami had been detained in Deuue- 
rura a couple of weeks to ship a crew. 
It so happened that an Am erican man 
of w a r to which 1 belonged as an e*n 
list, el man put into that 
port for some* 
slight repairs, and 12 of us elese*rte*d in 
a body to go aboard of the Star. 
We> 
were all sailors, 
it doe s not excuse our 
action to say that the Hollamle'r brought 
this desertion about by the promise of 
high wage's. He wanted a cresv and did 
not cart* how the men raniei to him. W e 
had a close shave from being capture d 
by our captain, but 
got 
to 
sea 
all 
right, and as the Weather was good and 
the 
wind 
favorable 
the 
Hollander 
“ cracked on* to make up tor lost time. 
One 
morning 
just 
alter sunrise 
we 
found the drifting brig square in our 
path and only tw o or three inil<<8 away. 
A fter a brie f look at her through the 
glass captain and mate fell to cursing 
at tLu ir ill luck. A s a matter of fact we 
had neither wate*r nor 
provisions to 
spare, and the ship was loaded down to 
the mark w ith cargo, 
but when we 
heard our officers propose to pass the* 
wreck without notice every man of the* 
ten was ready for mutiny. 
We demanded that communication be 
I opened with the unfortunate people, 
j and after a good eleal of grow ling the 


w as competent to handle a «hip, and he 
was installed as captain and give n a n 
able seaman as mate. W e had ho] < d to 
get the provisions to the wreck before 
night, but the gale eon tin uod, and we 
had to stand by her for 8 0 hours b< fore 
it w as safe to launch a boat. 
W e had 
m utinied and take n possession of the 
ship, but w< b-lt that circumstances jus 
title d it. 
Neither harm nor insult was 
off» red our office rs. 
A fte r a few hours 
the y were allowed full liberty, and not 
one of us ente red the cabin. The re we re 
m any threats as to tho punishment we 
should rece ive when the ship arrived in 
port, but we stood firm and kept clear 
of any further quarrels. 
When wind and sea finally subsided, 
w e boarded the wreck, to find that one 
wom an and four children had died in 
the last 2 4 hours and that the: living 
w ere entirely out of food and water. 
There was 110 doctor aboard, the* leak 
was hardly to be kept under, and it was 
plain that another 24 hours would send 
the wreck to the bottom of the sea. 
It 
was therefore resolved to transfer every­ 
body to the ship. ( )ur captain and mate 
raved like* madmen when they heard of 
this decision, and tho last named be­ 
came* so violent that w e had to bind 
him hand and foot. The w reck had lost 
all her boats, bur the ship had three, 
and when the work of transferring be­ 
gan it was not interrupted until every 
person 
had bee n 
brought safely off. 
J lii'ii wo secured most of the p< rsonal 
baggage of crew and passengers, and by 
the time tlie last boatload was along­ 
side tlie 
Slur the wreck rolled lit uvily 
to starboard and port and we nt to the 
bottom of t he sea. 
The 
ship 
had 
no 
accommodation 
whatever for passengers, and you can 
imagine the muss we were in when 
that crowet of people were taken aboard. 
The Hollande r flatly refused to act as 
captain or to have anything to do with 
tiie castaways. He said w»* had deposed 
him by 
m utiny anel 
must now run 
tilings to suit ourselves and take tho 
consequences. 
Everybody had to be put 
on quarter allowance at once*, and a 
shift was made up whereby tie* women 
end children were at least sheltered. 
After consultation it was decided to 
make for the Bermudan, and 011 the third 
lay after taking the 
people off 
the 
wreck wo sighted tho Am erican ship 
Ocean Queen and secure'd from her sev-

W e had r«i beat up to the' wreck, and 
bv the time Vve reach eel her there was 
hall a gale blowing ami the sea was so 
heavy that we could not transfer the* 
provisions. 
A t the end of an hour the 
Hollander was for m aking sail again, 
but we refused to touch a rope. He and 
Lis mate, 
both armed w ith belaying 
pins, sought to drive us aloft, but we 
disarmed them and locked them in thedr 
staterooms. 
Among us was a man who 
had made several voyages as mate and 


quantity of flour and biscuit, 
if was a 
run of seve n days to the* islands, and 
during tho last four days no adult had 
food enough to kee p down the pangs of 
hunger. 
Tho mate proved so 0! Tinato 
and dangerous that his bonds w< re not 
releaseel, but 
he shared tho food and 
wate r with tho re st and w as treated us 
kindly as circumstances w ould permit. 
None of us believed that w e could be 
punished for taking the ship out of the 
captain ’s hands to save human life, and 
1 am sure we should not have bed. med­ 
dled w ith but for the pre sence of a B rit­ 
ish man-of-war in port.

When we had been in jail for five 
months, we gut word trom an American

1 his news d»*cide d us to make 
an attempt to break jail, and eta* night, 
a week later, using tools which a guard 
had be'i'll bribed to pass in to us, we* 
sawed aw ay the* bars of a window and 
gained our liberty. 
Proeveding to the 
harbor, we found an American schoon­ 
er ready to sail and aw aiting our com ­ 
ing, anel before our escape was discover­ 
ed we were* miles at sea. Five* of us sur- 
reudered to the naval authorities and 
fook our punishme nt and se rved out the 
remainder of our enlistment, but w h at 
became of the others I do not know. 
But for our action 200 people would 
have been left to go down with a w reck 
on w hich they had drifted and suffered 
for days anel weeks, and yet that action 
was rank mutiny, and had the ship been 
English instead of Dutch our two lead­ 
ers would probably have been hung and 
the rest of us got long te rms m prison.

nial days should read some of tho enact­ 
ments of the Virginia assembly. 
“ It was enacted,” w rites Professor 
John F iske in “ Old V irgin ia and Her 
N eighbors,” 
that 
any person 
found 
drunk was for the first offense to be pri­ 
vately reproved by the m inister; the 
second tim e this reproof was to be pub­ 
licly adm inistered; the third tim e the 
offender must be put in irons for 12 
hours and pay a fine; for any subsequent 
offenses he must be severely punished at 
the discretion of the governor and coun­ 
cil. 
“ To guard the com m unity against e x ­ 
cessive van ity in dres« it w as enacted 
that for all public contributions every 
unmarried man must be assessed 
in 
church ‘according to ins own apparel,’ 
and every married man must be assess­

Tb© British adm iralty and the w ar 
department are testing, under various 
climat ic conditions, the new met hod for 
preserving flour. 
One object ion to the 
establishment of national granaries lias 
been the difficulty of storiug grain for 
any length of time. 
Tlie grain g erm i­ 
nates and is ruined, and to keep largo 
quantities 111 sound condition has been 
pronounced impracticable. Experiments 
are being made w ith a system of com ­ 
pression into bricks by hydraulic pres­ 
sure. 
The trials show that the tlour so 
treated is uot affected by damp, even 
under unfavorable conditions, and is 
free from mold. 
The compression de­ 
stroys all forms of larval life and the 
flour is thus rendered safe from the ut- 
ta< ks of the insects. The saving in stor­ 
age is enormous, as the cubic space oc­ 
cupied by 100 pounds of loose flour w ill 
hold more than 000 pounds of the com ­ 
pressed article.— Scientific American.

M an y U n c e rta in tie s A p p a ren t In th e On- 


p licate tia in e. 


XII. 
A topic that Is just n ow en g rossin g the 
( atten tion of man y duplicate whist play ers 
I is that of scorin g . 
It is a very difficult 
topic, U'cause the disputes con n ected with 
: it can n ever lx* q uite settled. The score at 
duplicate whist is freq uen tly a more or 
I less un certain q uan tity . 
Between two 
teams on ly , be they pair- or,fours or more 
on a side, of course the q uestion is merely , 
Which g ets the g reater n umber of tricksy 
In this case both parties play precisely the 
same cards un der similar con dition s, an d 
the comparison is therefore easy. 
But 
suppose there are three or more teams en ­ 
g ag ed in a g ame, so that all can n ot have 
the same han ds, then what do we mean 
In t h e ‘‘score. 
To simplify tlu> discus­ 
sion so far as possible I shall 1« for on ly to 
the “ prog ressive” or “ m ultitable’ g ame 
for pairs. 
What is the “ score” at this 
g ame? 
I thin k that whist play ers have falsely 
assumed the averag in g method of scorin g 
to he tho on ly fair an d log ical on e. It was 
in troduced by Mitchell, the in ven tor of the 
“ compass" g ame, in which half the pairs 
play con stan tly North an d South an d half 
East an d West. 
All the tricks taken 
North an d South are divided by the min i 
ber of pairs in that direction ; the q uotien t 
is called the North an d South “ averag e,” 
an d the “ score” of each North an d South 
pair is computed by comparin g its ag g ro 
g ate of tricks won with the “ averag e.” In 
this way a pair receives a “ plus” score if 
it win s more than the averag e n umber of 
tricks an d a “ m in us” score if loss. 
The 
East an d West scores are han dled in exact­ 
ly the same man n er, in depen den tly of tho 
North an d South. 
Now, 1 do n ot doubt for a momen t that 
Mitcht ll’s averag in g sy stem is reason ably 
fair, an d on accoun t of its simplicity is 
perhaps the best tor his prog ressive g ame. 
B ut just because it stems to work all 
rig ht, people oug ht n ot to assume that it 
is the ideal method of scorin g . 
As a mat 
ter of fact, it is open to the g rave objection 
that it allows a pair to suffer by the errors 
or to share in the profits of pairs at differ­ 
en t tables, or, in brief, to bo affected by 
play over which it has n o con trol 
This 
is the “ luck” of duj licate whist for pairs, 
an d it can n ot be elimin ated frn m the 
g ame, so far as 1 kn ow. 
If soin ebi ilv will 
explain how it can be, he will perform a 
most valuable service to wh In ters. 
The 
fault is certain ly fatal to the preten sion s 
of tho averag in g sy stem to be tho ideal 
method of scorin g . 
There is, however, in this sy stem a Haw 
that has n ot received much atten tion from 
whist mathematician s. 
An example will 
show w hat I mean . 
.Suppose the North 
an d South averag e is IS I tricks, an d the 
East an d West averag e is 12s, an d that 
the top North an d houlh pair takes 194, 
while the op East an d W est pair takes IBS. 
Then each of these top pairs scores ten 
tricks “ plus,” an d both have the same 
stan din g . 
This result I believe to be dis 
tin ctly in eq uitable. 
The East an d West 
han ds are much weaker than the others, 
an d the feat of boatin g the averag e ten 
tricks with weak h an d- is a pn position 
q uite diff ren t from doin g the same thin g 
with stro ig on es. 
To eq ualize matters, 
some method of percen tag es oug ht to be 
used. 
I am n ot prepared to say just what 
method, but a simple on e would be to take 
the ratio of the pair score to the averag e 
By this plan our top North an d South pair 
would be credited with 1.054 “ per cen t,” 
the q uotien t of 194 divided by 1« 4. 
The 
East an d West top woidd he 138 divided 
by 128 , or 1.078 “ per cen t. ’ 
Thus a n is 
tin otion would be made, as it certain ly 
oug ht to be, between eq ual “ pluses” with 
un eq ual han ds. 
I have bad the fortun e—g ood or bad n o 
cordin g to tho way y ou look at it—to in ­ 
ven t several methods of pin y at duplicate 
whist, the most importan t of which is a 
sy stem for pairs 
by which every puir 
meets every other pair. 
Tho averag in g 
method of scorin g bein g n ot easily adapt­ 
able to this g ame, I have recommen ded the 
simpler plan of comparin g each deal score 
with the m aximum actually made in stead 
of the averag e. 
By this method the 
“ score” of each pair is a lot of “ losses,” 
as compared with “ m aximum« .” 
The 
pair with tho smallest loss is t he win n er. 
By averag in g the losses a “ plus” or 
“ m in us” score may be computed for each 
pair. 
This score is seldom precisely the 
same as that reckon ed by Mitchell’s plan , 
but it fairly represen ts, 1 believe, the rela­ 
tive stan din g of the pairs en g ag ed. 
Still, 
it has been criticised, main ly on the 
g roun d of “ luck.” 
Really it con tain s n o 
more “ luck” than the averag in g method. 
It on ly seems to, because by the averag in g 
method the details of the score are lost 
sig ht of in the bun chin g process at, the 
en d of tlu g ame, whereas by the maximum 
method tHu “ fall down s” on every deal 
are clearly exhibited. 
1 kn ow' tin ro are 
flaws in the m axim um method, but claim 
they are n o g reater than the flaws in an y 
other met hod. 
Some clubs arc try in g to 
apply the averag in g process to my g ame 
fur pairs, but with little success. 
It is a 
clumsy proe< - h Uh compared with the 
method of maximum-, an d it y ields results 
n ot a bit more satisfactory . 
The real trouble is that whist play ers 
thin k the scorin g of pairs may be reduced 
to an exact scien ce without an y luck in it. 
They arc mistaken . They must take their 
chan ces an d n ot complain because they g et 
“ soaked” occasion ally by oilier jieople’s 
blun ders. 
I have play ed un der the m axim um sy s­ 
tem con stan tly for about three y ears an d I 
am n ot a “ lucky ” play er, but I may can ­ 
didly say that i do n ot recollect a sin g le 
in stan ce of failin g to m ake it g ood score 
when I play ed g ood w’hist or of comin g 
out far from the bottom when my whist 
was bad. 
It may be that the con trast be­ 
tween g ood whist an d bad, between stron g 
play ers an d weak, is g reater un der the 
maxim um method than un der the averag ­ 
in g method of scorin g . But is this un fair? 
My excuse for writin g this article is n ot 
that of person al defen se. It is the poin tin g 
out of the fact that the elemen t of luck at 
duplicate whist is still con siderable, thoug h 
much I* ss than at old fashion ed “ straig ht. ” 
As my frien d Fisher A me- is fon d of de­ 
clarin g , the chan ce elemen t at duplicate 
whist, combin ed with its opportun ities for 
the display of pure skill, is on e reason for 
its g reat popularity . 
If there were n o 
chan ce in it, the ixst play ers would al 
way s win , an d the weaker on e- would 
.soon lose their in terest. 
You can n ot 
it 
isfactorily han dicap whist play ers. 
It is 
a g ood thin g for the g ame that its chan ce 
elemen t is han dicap en oug h—-that is, it 
ten ds toward th** eq ualization rather than 
the further m-para t ion of play , rs of differ­ 
en t deg rees of -kill. 
This step is in the 
rig ht direction . In fluen tial experts will n ot 
ben efit the g ame* by attem ptin g to elimi­ 
n ate it- iuek altog ether, so as to g ive the 
“ duffers” n o lon g er a “ show.

A sin g le city 
n ow has a larg er population than all 
the colon ies possessed in 1774, an d there 
are in the U n ited .States today 104 cit ies 
an d tow n s of over 30,000 in habitan ts. 
F ig ures alon e, however, can n ot express 
the differen ce betw een those day s an d 
our own . Now a tow n of 30,000 people 
is reached hy railroads an d teleg raphs.
